PAWNEE BUYS TRI-STATE—Con- 
trolling interest in Tri-State Milling 
Co., Rapid City, S.D., has been pur- 
chased by Pawnee Corp., Pipestone, 
Minn. No purchase price was dis- 
closed, but C. A. Quarnberg, Tri- 
State, indicated that the agreement 
was consummated through a cash ar- 
rangement which is being offered to 
all shareholders in the company. Rus- 
sell L. Voorhees, Pawnee president, 
says management will remain un- 
changed, with Paul Quarnberg con- 
tinuing as president, and C. A. and 
P. R. Quarnberg and E. F. Gronert 
retaining their present positions. Un- 
der the terms of the agreement, con- 
trol by Pawnee was immediate, with 
final closing set for Feb. 1, 1969. 


PAWNEE is an agribusiness and food 
processing company which has made 
many acquisitions in the past two 
years. Among them were Green Mill- 
ing Co. (about 825 cwt. daily capacity 
of flour), Morris, Minn., Bridgewater 
(S.D.) Mills, Inc., and Bancroft (Neb.) 


Milling Co. The company also pur- 
chased an affiliate of Bridgewater 
called Coyote Seeds, Inc. Last sum- 
mer, Pawnee acquired Mid Land Vet, 
Inc., and Feed Additives, Inc., of Fre- 
mont, Neb. Mid Land is primarily in- 
volved in mixing, packaging and dis- 
tributing animal health drugs. Feed 
Additives is a prime manufacturer, 
supplier and distributor of liquid pro- 
tein supplement. Pawnee’s Ration-Rite 
feed division recently opened several 
warehouse-type feed, seed and health 
aid distribution centers under the 
name Agri-Service Centers, located in 
large livestock areas within trucking 
distance of the company’s feed mills. 
Pawnee also owns Pawnee Packing 
Co., formerly Snyder Packing Co., 
Hastings, Neb. In the planning stage 
is a project to build a packing plant 
at Pipestone. The company also owns 
restaurants in Faribault and Pipestone, 
Minn. 


TRI-STATE was founded in 1913 by 
Hans Quarnberg. Annual sales are 


estimated in excess of $18 million. 
The company operates a flour mill at 
Rapid City (2,700 cwt. capacity per 
day), seed processing plants at Em- 
metsburg and Council Bluffs, Iowa, 
Mitchell, S.D., and Crofton, Neb. 
Feed manufacturing plants are located 
in Rapid City and Watertown, S.D. 
The company owns 17 grain procure- 
ment stations and retail and feed man- 
ufacturing centers throughout South 
Dakota and Minnesota. Pawnee offi- 
cials say that the 2,700 cwt. mill at 
Rapid City contributes nearly two 
thirds of Tri-State’s annual sales. 
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PENNWALT PLANNED—Directors 
of Wallace & Tiernan, Inc., and Penn- 
salt Chemicals Corp. have voted to 
merge the two companies, subject to 
approval of stockholders. Plans call 
for the name of the new company to 
be PENNWALT Corp. William P. 
Drake, president of Pennsalt, will be- 
come chairman and chief executive 
officer of the new corporation, with 
Charles H. Ryboldt, president of W. 
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
